Rear Admiral Sampson decided Frl* 


day morning to block the narrow har- 
bor entrance to^ Santiago de Cuba by 
sinking the collier Merrimac, loaded 
with coal, in the channel. Admiral 
Sampson called for volunteers to do 
the work and, notwithstanding It 
meant almost certain death, 400 men. 
offered themselves. Lieutenant Hob- 
«on aad six men were chosen and at 8 
o'clock A. M. Friday the 
Merrlmao 


under her own steam entered the 
channel under a terrible Spanish fire. 
The vessel was riddled with projectiles, 
but she succeeded In anchoring and 
swung across the stream. Lieutenant 
Hobson then set off an Internal tor- 
pedo by electric attachment. An ex- 
plosion followed and the Merrimac 
sank. Unable to return to the Ameri 
can fleet on account of the storm of 
shot and shell from the shore batteries 
the men rowed directly to the Spanish 
flagship and were taken on board. The 
Spanish Admiral under a flag of trace 
notified the American Admiral thai 
the men were prisoners of war and 
would be treated with kindness until 
arrangements of exchange could be 
perfected.

Administration papers, which are de- 
termined to shield the President, are 
severely criticising (be War Depart- 
ment- and demanding that Secretary 
Alger resign to make room for a more 
competent man. 


It has been noticed since the day war 


was declared that the Administration, 
Board of Strategy or whatever it was 
that directed military and naval af- 
faire, bad no fixed policy. Sampson's 
fleet was lent to Havana to maintain a 
"pnoiflo blocade" of the island of Cuba. 
He WHS not permitted to fire a shot at 
Mono Oastle, and the Spaniards were 
girea ample time to strengthen their 
fortifications at strategic points on the 
•oast. The reoonoentrados hare been 
permitted to starve though one of the 
reasons given for declaring war against 
Spain w»s to relieve them from starva- 
tion. Tens of thousands of men, who 
volunteered to fight the Spaniards, 
nave been concentrated in unhealthy 
swamps in Florida, and have only 
Mcaped pestilence by reason of the cool 
weather. Dewey'e 
fleet 
which was 


ordered oat of the neutral port of Hong 
Kong,conquered the Spanish at Manila, 
bat whether by order of the Adminis- 
tration or not, is not yet known by 
the public. It is oertaiu, however, that 
no arrangements were made to assist 
bin in event of bis meeting with re- 
verses, for not a ehip or a soldier was 
cent to his aid for three weeks after bis 
treat battle with the Spaniards. 


It ie patent to everybody that there 


has been groas incompetency at Wash- 
ington in conducting the war with 
Spain, bat whether Secretary Alger 
•lone is incapable and should be made 
the scapegoat for all the mistakes 
made, will doubtlees be made public 
later on. Fortunately Spain ie finan- 
cially crippled and cannot take advan- 
tage of the mistakes of the Adminis- 
tration nor prolong the war for any 
great length of time. 


COINING THE 
BKIGNIOEAGK. 


The Senate bae made several im- 


portant amendments to the War Reve- 
nue bill passed by the House of Rep- 
resentatives. This bill, as passed by 
the House, provided for the issuance 
of |500,OUO,000 in interest-bearing bonds 
and1 the imposition of taxes upon 
many articles at preannt nntaxed. The 
Senate Finance Committee proposed 
about 200 amendments to the bill, some 
of whiob are being modified and others 
of which are being adopted as reported 
by the Committee. One of the amend- 
ments which has been adopted pro- 
vides for the coinage of the seigniorage 
of the silver bullion owned by the 
Government. This seigniorage repre- 
sents the difference between the price
